To relieve the strain of transpor- 
tation facilities, however. newspap- 
ers are keeping larger stocks of 
paper and arranging thelr deliveries 
of paper well ahead. Railroads 
have co-operated in meeting special 
problems, for instance in arranging 
the long haul from Canada to Mex- 
feo to supply Mexican newspapers. 

The growing shortage of man- 
power both In the United States 
and Canada, however, is presenting 
new and increasingly difficult pro- 
blems, both, for paper “making and 
pub!

and the act of talking and breathing frets 
large numbers of bacteria in the air so 
that there is great danger of contamina- 
ting sterile fields of operation or infecting 
babies whose resistance to disease is very 
low. 

If this is true of talking and breathing 
consider how much greater is the danger 
of passing disease germs when we 
sneeze and cough. Just opening the 
mouth and “letting ‘er. go,”’ and to heck 
with the consequences or what discom- 
fort that may result from such .careless- 
ness is the thoughtless attitude, of many 
people. z 

In regard to sneezing, the Monthly 
Science News devotes_an. article on this 
subject with special reference to sneezing 
as a prolific cause of colds. Experiments 
were conducted ‘by the Medicinal Re- 
search Council in which methods have 
been developed: of . photographing the 
many thousands of germ-laden droplets 
emitted in a sneeze. It was discovered 
that a vertical culture plate held three 
feet away from person ‘sneezing may 
speedily grow over: 10,000 colonies of 
bacteria, each from a single droplet 
emitted in the sneeze. On the other hard, 
a similar sneéze well covered’ by a hand- 
kerchief, caused so few droplets to escape 
that none can bé seen in the photograph, 
and only one was found on the culture 
plate exposcd as before, It has. also been 
discovered that a single vigorous, sneeze 
releases _ sufficient. .bacteria-carrying 
particles to create ‘danger of infection for 
fully twenty minutes after an uncovered 
sneeze in a closed room: 

Talking also has a part in spreading 
colds. The same tiny droplets are: emitted 
during conversation, particularly by the 
forceful’ speaker,- and medical men term 
this “‘conversational spray.” ‘The person

A REMARKABLE WOMAN

in the same ship with him to the East 
Indies, and was his mess-mate while he 
lived (he dying on theyvoyage), and was 
a servant to one of the lieutenants.
